tifWhat can be done to end this rebellion 
should be done qaickly. It is trne tbat the 
rebellion is weaker in resources than It was at 

the commencement; but discipline and expe- 
rience make up a good deal for what Is wanted 
in quantity. 

It must be admitted that our power to wage 
war M not what it waf. The power to raise 
money U not what it was, and the zeal lor 
servics in the army is not what it was. 

To be sure, exuberant patriotism promise* 
the last man and the last dollar, but that is 
rhetorical. The statement is not to be 
ly« d. Practicilly, we shall never give so 
much. When the weight begins to ] 
heavilj; when promises to pay will not pass 
for more than half or a third of their lace ; 
when the draft for men becomes a little more 
oaerous. the disposition for war will cool off, 
Me.n will reconcile themselves to anything 
when to do otherwise co^ts toj much. 

The leading Bepublicans now in Congress 
avow their conviction that this war will last 
years yet or a long time. That is true, if we 
are V) go on un til wc conquer and eul jugate 
South on the present plan of proceeding 
Kepublicans, however, flatter them- 
that the country will go on with the 
present procesf ; and will be able to conquer, 
subjugate and exterminate after the most ap- 
proved Jr.cobin programme. In that they may 
be in error; not only may be, but they cer- 
tainly are. 

We shall grant, however, that we are able to 
go on still for many years, if not interrupted 
by complications that have not existed here- 
tofore. These wc may look for shortly. We 
can not expect other nations to remain neu- 
tral spectators beyond twelve months. Maxi- 
milian will eoon be in Mexico. He will try to 
reconcile Mexico to his dominion, and with 
the appliances that he will have at command 
he will succeed. He will be recognized by 
the powers of Europe, and he will recognize 
the rebels of this country. 

That Napoleon will delay his recognition ol 
the South much longer is more than wc hare 
any reason to expect. EDglauri, Sj*in and 
Austria will I hen scon hasten lo lollow his tx- 
a triple. 

If these powera had no great interest in the 
matter we could expect Bolhing else. If the 
Southern (J nlederacy suttaln itself anoth'-r 
campaign, wc could not complain of foreign 
government*; for they will only do what wc 
would have done with more haste perhaps. 

But the division of this country Is a desira- 
ble result to all the rullre; powers of Euroi*. 
Napoleon knows that if this Union be not di- 
vided bis empire in Mexico will not pay ex- 
penses. And England knows thu the ill 
blood engendered by this strife will soon lead 
to more than hard words If this Union is re 
stored. 

In this view of the case, we do not know 
but signal vic'-ories on our part would lead to 
foreign interlercnce sooner than our defeats. 

When these complications come, the last 
man and the last Mhf will do no good. That 
they will come before long we have every rea- 
son to apprehend. What can be done, then, 
we say, should be done quickly. Debt is 
piling up, drilling will become more and more 
onerous, and the prospect ol more enemies 
by the alliance of other nations with the 
Southern Confederacy is not very remote. It 
would be no matter of surprise if a secret 
treaty already exist*. 

We don't know what the powers that be 
may do; but it seems to us that wc had better 
seek some settlement amongst ourselves than 
to leave it to the discretion of France and 
England perhaps. 

Mr. Lincoln avows that he has been con- 
trolled by events, and tbat he follows, not the 
Constitution, but what is indispensable lo 
save the nation in his own discretion. On 
the contrary, we Ehould like to control events 
scmewhat, leat the greatest calamity may be- 
come one of the 'udispensablcs. 

fc*7~This is a bad season lor generals, we 
Judge— so many ol them, after fljuriBhlng 
with ex. inordinary splendor and srlory, perish 
in a single night of disaster, leaving r bcir re- 
mainf , like those of the mastodon and the like 
huge creatures, to be wondered over. 

Virginia is a very Golgotha or place ol 
skulls for military chiefs, it having proved 
fatal to seven depirtment commanders, and 
heaven knows how many inferior generals. 
In the West they go the way of all flesh nearly 
as rapidly, and Buell, Rosccrans, Fremont, 
with many subordinates, bear testimony to 
the fatal character of active operations to del 
icate military constitutions. The last victim 
s'.ill lingering from a fatal disease is General 
Banks. It is already given out authoritatively 
that he must be removed. It is very likely 
just. He was out on a cotton speculating ex- 
pedition, . without itquiring how firm the 
holders were. He seems to have come away 
displeased with the market, though he left his 
wagons. Banks was one of the politick gen- 
era's, chosen for party purposes, which he has 
carried out well. The country Mil lose noth- 
ing upon hi6 retiring from service, unlets 
Butler should be reinstated in hie nld com 
mand. 

fSTTtc military movements ecem at pres- 
ent to be kept in commendable obscurity. We 
do not refer to the late disasters to our arms 
which are made public, but to the grand move 
menus of the armies under Grant We know 
that preparations are going on in both the 
East a^d West, and troop* are concentrating, 
but what the Intentions are as to the direction 
and time of movements is unknown. In the 
like manner, Lee and the Confederates, while 
exhibiting great energy in some quarters, sre 
keeping their general movements secret Toe 
coming month will probably develop the 
most important campaign of the war. 

137" The most admirably consistent paper, 
when it does get sUrtcd on a hobby, is the 
Cincinnati Gazette. It is thoroughly acti-Mc- 
Clellan, and its last original diecovery is that

The 
principal business of Frank Blair while in the 
House was to abuse the Secretary of the Trean 
ury. His last Bpe^.ch was, in this respect, ex- 
cessively bitter. On the heel of this, Mr. Lin- 
coln recom missioned him as Major-Gener.il 
against the protest of the friends of the Presi- 
dent in Corgres--; contrary to usage, and, as 
is believed, without authority of law. This 
is, naturally enough, construed by Mr. Chase 
as an indorRcmcnt of Mr. Blair's course. The 
President, It is said, riischvm? any such inten- 
tion, but this can hardly prove satisfactory to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. K is possiidc, 
however, that he mav, in view of the public 
interests, be prevailed upon to remain. 

The act of Mr. Lincoln In recom missioning 
Mr. Blair is an extraordinary one, and it 
am:'/.- d and mortified the friends of the Ad- 
ministration throughout the country. 

Upon the same subject the Cincinnati Times 
say?: 

The whole affair of the appointment is 60 
inexplicable that it will be set down as oue of 
the hundred follies which have bsnn enacted at 
the White II ju*c To say the least, it showed 
a lack ol that forethought which should char 
acteriz? one in so exalted a poriliou. Of 
course the affair has created considerable ex 
citement at ilia National Capital, and, we sup- 
pose, may be productive of an important 
breach between the Executive and the most 
prominent member ol his Cabinet. 

General B'tair is a Republican— one who has 
been an original antislavery man, and support- 
er of Mr. Lincoln. Will Mr. Chase, under the 
circumstances, still continue to hold office in 
association with the President, is the ques- 
tion for him and his friends to settle.

Fourth-Ward School.— Last Wednesday 
ternoon we spent an hour in the Female 
Grammar Department of this school. Tho 
first and second erades recited In grammar. 
The latter showed a ready knowledge of the 
principles of English grammar taught in the 
grade. Their recitation was very creditable. 
The first grade analyzed and parsed portions 
of two or three difficult selections of prose 
and poetry in Goodrich's Sixth Reader with 
remarkable correctness and rapidity. The 
manner of the class, the neatness and Derfect 
order of the school-room, the lady-like de- 
portment ol the teacher in charge, most favor- 
ably impress the visitor, and leave no room 
for doubt ef her qualifications to fill a similar 
position in any of our public schools. 

We were unable to visit other departments 
of the school for want of time; that pleasure 
must be reserved for the future. That any 
person fond of children and a friend of schools 
can be so sparing of their visits, is a matter of 
astonishment. 

The following valuable thoughts have been 
cut lrom a communication to "The School and 
Family Visitor," from the pen of that distin- 
guished educator, George B. Emerson, LL. D. : 

A person entirely competent to understand, 
sympathies with, and manage a class of small 
children, will be teaching them all the t me. 
The tones of bis voice, the expressions of bis 
face, his manners aud movements, if perfectly 
natural and simple, will all be instructive. As 
soon as he sees signs of weariness in one les 
son, he will pass to another, then to a third, 
and then perhaps to play. 

I 6pent weeks in the gymnasia of Germany 
— after I had finished my life's work in study- 
ing this very art. The most instructive day I 
ever passed was in the lowest class — that of 
children of seven years, who had just entered 
school, and did not know their letters — of an 
admirable well-managed gymnasium in Berlin. 
The teacher was a man who had passed with 
distinction, through a course of seven years 
in this same gymnasium, and of four or five 
more in the University, and was amply qual.- 
tled to be a professor of mathematics, or 
languages, or natural history. In the course 
ol three hours, interrupted by two recesses for 
play, be gave lessons in the forms, sounds, and 
powers of letters, in the appearance and habits 
of fishes, in forming letters, in drawing a fish, 
in enunciation and pronuciation, in exactness 
in the use of language, in forming sentences, 
and expressing them properly and naturally, 
and in manners, habits, and morals. None 
but a person of great accomplishment and 
great resources could do this. 

Valuable Sentiments.— Education is not 
exclusively the work of the school, but de- 
pends, to a great extent, also upon home and 
other associations, and upon the individual to 
be educated. Education, therefore, will he 
most nearly pcrtect, if all the individuals who 
are likely to exert any influence are enabled 
to exert this influence consciously, with a due 
appreciation of the ends and means. And 
education will be inefficient in the same ratio 
in which the efforts of these inuividuals dis- 
agree.— [School and Family Visitor.

Editor of the Maysville Eagle: 

I see in your paper of the 20th an extract 
from the Louisville Journal, concerning the 
present crop of wheat, and am at a loss to 
know in what part of the State Mr. Dudley 
has been traveling, that he has come to the 
conclusion that there will be at least au aver- 
age crop. It may be possible that to a man 
just coming from the rocky pavements of the 
town of Flemingsburgand getting out where 
he can see the spears of grass beginning to 
grow, and the fields beginning to look green, 
he will come to the conclusion he has seen 
some fine crops of wheat; but to one who is 
accustomed to the culture ol the soil, I think 
the present prospect would be quite different. 
Aud now for the facts in the case. I admit 
that there are some fields that, as Mr. Dudley 
remarks, will mike a fair yield; but so far as 
my observation goes not more than two fifths 
of the fields sown can make an average crop, 
while the remainder will not make more than 
one-tourth or one-half an average crop. There- 
fore it is impossible, in the section where I 
live, to make an avemge crop, and my opin- 
ion is that Mr. Dudley's calculation will fall far 
short of what time will prove to be the facts 
iu the case. H. S. Young.

The brilliart birds of Brazil have sent their 
representatives to the Metropolitan Fair. On 
Saturday there were taken from the Custom- 
house no less than eight cases of the beauti- 
ful feather flowers of Brazil, and two hundred 
stuffed specimens of the bright-winged deni- 
z'scs of the Brazilian forests. These flowers, 
ol which there were only one or two examples 
in the fair, are made from the brilliant plum- 
egc of costly birds ; while the humming- 
birds—so greatly a la mode In Parie— are not 
of the ordinary kind found in the United 
8tatcs. For the ornithologist or the mere 
lover of the beautifu', these objects lrom Bra- 
z l will prove a mo*t acceptable off- ring. 
The flowers and birds are the gift of II. B. 
Swift, of Pernambuco and New York, and 
were coll; cted and prepared by M. B >urget, 
of Rio Janeiro— the naturalis; who has done so 
much to enrich the collection of Prof. Agassis 
at Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

Wc may mention in this connection, that 
we have seen the largest bale of cotton (also 
destined for the lair) which has ever come to 
New York, and which was raised from Ameri- 
can seed eent by Mr. Swift to Brazil. We also 
arid that our old correspondent Paul has con- 
tributed, to be sold at stand of the l'J.h street 
Presbyterian Church in the buildings on 14'.h 
street, and to the Swiss Department at Union 
Square, 200 phials of water, which he took 
from the Amazon at 2,000 miles distance 
from the Atlantic Ocean.

Bennett's Gang of Guerrillas Routed— 
He Is Wounded. 

For seme time past Bennett's gang of guer- 
rillas have been prowling about in different 
counties of the State committiug all sorts ol 
depredations upon the peaceable citizens, and 
within the past month they have succeeded In- 
robbing different small towns of over $100,000 
worth of goods. On laet Monday they were in 
Webster county, and moved from there in the 
direction of Green river. The facts of his move- 
ments were made known to the military au- 
thorities, and on Tuesday last a detachment of 
the Twenty-sixth Kentucky, under Captain 
R. E Hackett, overtook the party under Ben- 
nett near Rumsy, McLean county, when a 
skirmish ensued. The rebels were at last 
completely routed, with considerable loss. 
They were pursued by our victorious cavalry 
and driven over to the south side of the 
Cumberland river, but our forces not being 
sufficient, they pursued the band of marauders 
no further. In the fight the leader of the 
band, Captain Bennett, received a very severe 
flesh wound in the left arm, but managed to 
make his escape. The rcut of this band Is 
said to have been complete, and we will not 
hear of them for some time. There are other 
bands of guerrillas prowling around in the 
counties on Green rivar, and ihe military au- 
thorities should do tomething to rid our State 
of these thieves and protect the loyal cltizsns 
oi the State . 

Thb Nineteenth Kentucky Infantry. — 
This regiment was in the disastrous light on 
Red river on the 8.h ult., and suffered severe- 
ly — in fact, was almost annihilated. From 
letters received from there we learn that 
Lieutenant Colonel John Cowan, of Danville, 
commanding the regiment, was wounded and 
taken prisoner — also Major Mann and Adju- 
tant Rue. Captain Forbes, Captain White- 
bouse, Captain Lcgan, Captain McKinney, 
Lieutenant Wilson, and others w-ose names 
are not given were captured. Almost the en- 
tire number of the commissioned officers were 
enured, together with a large portioa of the 

brigade, commanded by Colonel W. J. Lan- 
dram, of Lancaster, who, we are glad to learn, 
escaped unhurt, and in the Fourth division, 
commanded by General Ransom, who was se- 
verely wounded, and Thirteenth army corps.
